in the institution and w ere depositing 
large suras of money w ith it. 
Messrs. 
H orace G oodrich and O liver Jones, 
the young men who ow ned the bank 
and conducted its business are reg ard­ 
ed as m odel young m en. 
They cam e to 
A rling ton from Pendleton w here they 
l» ear an enviable reputation for honesty 
The cause of the failure is not know n 
h ere'exactly, but bankers are of the 
opinion th a t the twTo young men, both 
of w hom , it is reported, are inoxi>er- 
ionced in the banking business, w ent 
too fa r and over reached th e ir m ark. 
A ccording to the reports the bank had 
been doing a splendid business. 
In sum m ing up the cause a resident 
who was in this city today said that 
the failure was undoubtedly duo to bad 
investm ents. 
A nother 
report 
going 
the rounds here today i*tO the effect 
th a t some of the heaviest creditors 
talked 
w ith Messrs. G oodrich 
and 
Jones S aturday evening and th a t a fte r 
an exam ination of the bookN had been 
m ade, it was found th at the bank had 
too m any loans for the am ount of de­ 
posits—having # 11,000 
loaned 
and 
$10,000 dcjTOHits. 
It is said th at after 
th is m eeting it was decided to close 
the doors until m ore could be secured 
and a reorganization effected. 
T he local banks have been ex|>ecting 
a fa ilure for about a week and have 
boon refusing to honor checks on the 
A rlington bank. 
Men have been sent 
over to A rlington to cash the checks. 
All of the local bank* who have been 
doing business w ith 
the A rlington 
b a nk .it is said, drew’ out th e ir money 
last week. 
A ttorneys from the banks in this 
city have been visiting the bank |and 
several A rlington citizens grew sus­ 
picious 
ana 
intended to draw out 
th e ir m oney 
today. 
A run on the 
bank was 
forestalled, 
how ever, by 
the dosing of the doors. 
Several of 
the prom inent citizens of A rlington 
haa large sum s of money in the bank. 
T he people had com plete confidence in 
th e institution. 
The closing of the bank caused con­ 
siderable excitem ent and 
the news 
spre a dquic k ly ’ to this city. 
Many 
people from th is city w ent over to 
A rlington am ong them tw o or three 
local m erchants who are reported to 
have had sm all sum s on dejnisit. 


Mr. Jones, one of the ow ners of the 
bank, is a m an w ith enough w ealth, it 
is thought, to assist greatly i» pulliug 
the hank out of its hole.

rich , how ever, it is said, is j i ot so 
w ell fixed. 
M r Jones has begun ex­ 
cavating for a new house in A rling ­ 
ton. and is to Is' m arried 
in June.

THE SHDDTING 


C ity A ttorney W ar rum , ot India n- 
a]K>lis. has held invalid the provision 
of the new citie* and tow ns act m ak­ 
ing it unlaw ful for a person to serve 
the city w ho is an officer or an em ­

corporation operating 
under a city franchise. 
The attorney 
holds th a t the law is invalid for the 
reason th a t the constitution of the 
S tate provides specific cause for dis­ 
qualifications and does 
not provide 
th at the legislature can m ake furth e r 
restrictions. 
He calls 
a ttention 
to 
th at part of the constitution w hich 
sa ys: 
“ The G eneral Assembly shall not 
grant to any citizen, or class of c iti­ 
zens, privileges or im m unities, w hich, 
upon the same term , shall not equally 
belong to all citizens. ’’ 
He quotes several Indiana decisions 
to show th a t the suprem e court of the 
S tate bears him out in his opinion, 
ami sa ys; 
“ The question 
is not free 
from 
doubt, because the 
courts of some 
States have held th at the legislature 
Can impose additional qualifications as 
to those fixed by the constitution, as 
requiring'eouneilm en to be freehold­ 
ers. 
B ut I do not believe th a t the 
rule prevails in Indiana, and I am in 
clined to the opinion th a t under the 
constitutional provisions and th e de­ 
cisions cited, the legislature is exceed­ 
ing its pow er in disqualifying from 
appointm ent or election to m unicipal 
office a citizen coustitintioually e lig i­ 
ble and otherw ise qualified ^except by 
the fact th a t he m ay be an emplo y e 
of a corporation holding a franchise 
granted by the c ity .”

A great deal of 
incendiary t*» !k was indu lged in. bu t 
noth ing definite was done, with th e 
exception of th e passage of resolu tions

Commencing th is morning th e bu si­ 
ness men increased th eir efforts to

ments were made by every bu siness 
h ou se involved in th e trou ble to at 
least dou ble its force of non-u nion 
men. and at least 1.000 wagons were 
started ou t today, manned by non­ 
u nion men. 
Eseh of tfiese wagons Is 
gu arded by depu ty sh eriffs or police 
men. and each one of th ese men h as

ir ‘ru ctions 
from 
« h eir su perior officers to prevent dis­ 
tu rbances of any kind wh atever in th e 
streets, su ch as were witnessed du ring 
last week. 
Th e Instru ctions to each 
of th e depu ty sh eriffs and each of th e 
policemen, are to u se every peaceable 
neans In th **lr powder to qu iet th e riot­ 
ers. bu t If th is means proves u nsu c­ 
cessfu l, to u se th eir revolvers and u se 
th em to kill. 
It is not believed « h at rh e gu ardians 
of th e wagons will be called u pon to 
u se su ch strenu ou s m easu res to Insu re 
th e delivery of merch andise by th e 
non-nnion drivers, as th e strikers and 
th eir friends sh ow little inclination to 
clash with th e depu ty sh eriffs or th e 
policemen. 
Su nday th e seven express companies 
made deliveries In all parts of th e city. 
Each of th e wagons carried two armed 
gu ards and in not a single instance 
did any of th e wagons meet with op­ 
position.
